Marx, a 19th century theorist and 
one of the founders of communism, 
believed there was an outside 
chance for a peaceful Communist 
revolution In the United States and 
Great Britain. 


Stalin rejected this view, the 


FBI said, and wrote: 


"The proletarian revolution is 


impossible without the forcible de- 
struction of the bourgolse middle 
class state machine, and the sub- 
stitution for it of a new one." 


Lenin, Stalin's predecessor as 


leader of Communist Russia, was 
quoted in the FBI report as saying 
that only "a swindler who juggles 
with quotations and references" 
would read peaceful intent 
into 


Mane's words. 


These are some of the writings. 
The FBI said, that are circulated 


daily by U. 8. Communists as doc- 
trine "adapted strategically 
and 


tactically" to their program.

program based on records seven 
years old, we would cause individ- 
ual hardships and waste the tax- 
payer's money".

May 
we therefore look forward to a campaign free of mud 
slinging and wild charges? asks Bruce Biossat, NEA

Perhaps we could if the campaign were to be left 


•wholly to the nominees themselves. Although even 
here there could be no flat assurance. Competing for 
the Senate in New York three years ago, John Foster 
Dulles and Senator Lehman, two high-minded men, 
fought like waterfront roustabouts. 


But of course, the candidates will not be alone on 


the bustlings. Each will have a host of free-swinging 
helpers who will feel no particular compulsion to ob- 
serve the political niceties. The slugging may be 
severe. 


Many will say that the nominees are handicap- 


ped not alone by their gentlemanly tendencies but 
by their closeness on many issues—especially in 
foreign affairs. 
Both are moderate middle-of-the 


road men. If you scan their public utterances care- 
fully, you find amazing similarity at many points. 


Despite these basic parallels, however, a marked 


difference in emphasis is inevitable in the coming 
campaign. Stevenson perforce will have to defend 
the Democratic record and extol its program. 


Eisenhower will be free to assail those things. 
Right here is the critical area for the Repub- 


licans. Many non-party members feel 20 years .is 
more than long enough for one party to hold power. 
Many are disturbed over one phase or another of 
Democratic rule—conduct of the Korean war, cor- 
ruption in Washington, failure to halt inflation, and 
so on. 


These people want, to hear the Democrats criticiz- 


ed. But they want more. They want to know what 
positive, constructive ideas the Republicans have for 
doing the job better. Mere. denunciation is not 
enough to attract legions of wavering voters. 


This outcome—Eisenhower vs. Stevenson—may 


not make for a sharp cleavage on issues and men 
as some observers feel we should have. However 
that may be, the largest part of the voting populace, 
as it is read by politicians whose business it is to 
judge accurately, wants the kind of result Chicago

Many Aroused By 
Strange Object In 
Hie Sky Over Kane 


Kane Republican: As jets whin- 


ed into the air over Washington, 
D. C., in aearch of unidentified ob- 
jects—Kane residents,. at least a 
half-hundred of them were pon- 
dering a sight in the skies over 
the Hilltop Saturday morning— 
a huge cylinder-like object which 
hovered over the air at about 
2,000 feet altitude for an hour— 
possibly more. 
The object was sighted by a 


carload of workers headed from 
Kane to the Dresser Mfg. Division 
plant in Bradford. They stopped 
and watched it 
Not willing to 


be stuck with a story on their 
own, they flagged other cart and 
soon a long line of cars was at 
the roadside on Route 6 a few 
miles east of Kane—and fully a 
half-hundred persona viewed the

The men had to get to work 


and proceeded east on Route 6— 
keeping an eye aloft at the object 
When they reached Lantz Corn- 
ers, eight miles east, they could 
still see the object—which then 
looked about "two feet" in length.

Early morning light, clear skies, 


and absence of wind in a dead

ther balloon. 


One observer, a scoffer on "fly- 


ing saucers" and other mysterious 
objects in the skies said "-ru'be-
